" In regard to the Dumber of the 

deaf pupils taught speech the increase 

has been very marked. In 1800 there 

were 3,089 deaf pupils in our schools 
for the deaf who were taught speech; 
in IS!) I there were 4,254, an increase 
of 568. In 1800 I 1 per cent, were. 
taught to speak ; in IH'.H tli per cent. 
and I think undoubtedly this increase 
is due to the stimulus of the first 

summer meeting of this association. 

"The general result of the work in 
articulation teaching last year was 
that Hi per cent, of our pupils were 
taught speech, and with M per cent, 
no attempt was made. 

'•In L801 the total number of deaf 
pupils in the United Slates was 9,232. 

Of these 4,945, or 46 pur cent, were 

taught speech. Out of 1,014 new- 
pupils admitted during the present 
■ohool year 798, Of 71 percent, were 
taught speech and 808, or 8 1 per 

cent, were taught by speech. 

"Mr. Dobyns, the principal of the 
Mississippi school for the deaf, re- 
cently submitted a series of questions 

to the parents of the pupils of hisoral 

elan. Although some of these pupils 

spoke very imperfectly it was found 

that their speech was intelligible to 

their friends and was useful to t hem 
BS means of communication in their 

own homes. The parents unanimous- 
ly requested the continuance of the 
oral class, and now Mr. Dobyns says 

that, whenever a new pupil enters, the 
request comes from the parents : 
" Please see If you can't teaoh my

birth. My observation has shown 
me, and quite to my satisfaction, that 
it is impossible to tell how soon men- 
tal development commences after 
birth, on account of the reason thai 
the hearing of the child may have 
been present at the time of birth. 1 
am quite convinced that there is a 
large amount of mental growth and 
mental invigoration that is brought 
about by the stimulus of hearing be- 
fore the child orally gives the mani- 
festation of that mental growth. The 
child will not commence to talk until 
it is about thirteen months of age. 
but (hero has been a large amount of 
mental growth in the child before 
that time, which it would not have 
had but for the hearing it has enjoy- 
ed until then. What the original de- 
gree of mental vigor was compared 
with the mental vigor of a child who 
never heard, is something very dif- 

ticuh to determine, probably impos- 
sible, but my judgment is that at 
birth there is no reason to supposi- 
tion the child born deaf has 1. 
mental vigor with which to grow and 
develop than a child who has been 
born with hearing. Hut this I am 
very positive is true that we h 
gnat aid in instructing our pupils 
who have been able to hear, even for 
a few months, even if they should 
lose their hearing before they com- 
mence to speak. 1 think I have of- 
ten seen that illustrated in hundreds 
of cases, and I have not been a care- 
less observer of these facts. 

The special feature of this after- 
noon's session was a lesson on physio- 
logy by a class of three pupils, -con- 
ducted by Miss P. P..

"The absurdity of giving children 
sounds, which are valuable only when 
used in Connected language 
medium for the expression of ideas, 
and neglecting the ideas or the lan- 
guage was manifest. Such a pi 
must result in failure to attain the 
end sought, as well as in every other 
direction. There can be no speech 
without language and no language 
"without ideas. There can be no cor- 
rect speech without good language, 
and no good language without correct 
ideas, and correct ideas can be the 
product of only a properly trained in- 
telligence." 

In order to teach speech il is there- 
fore necessary to (each language and 
train the intelligence, and the oral 
method has an advantage over the 
sign method in that its main end 
makes necessary a higher standard in 
these things than generally obtains in 
sign schools. " Mistakes in language 
and confusion of ideas, little n 
able in a person whose eomnmni 
with people about him is th 
signs — natural or conventional — and 
infrequent writing must be ver\ 
spicuous in an oral conversation, and 
without (he ability (o understand lan- 
and grasp ideas it would mani- 
festly be impossible to read speech on 
the lips. The faculty of anticipation 
to which the superior ability of some 
lip-readers is ascribed, is nothing but 
the result of a superior intellectual 
training and a good command of lan- 
guage, through which one intuitively 
recognises the relations and ideas be- 
tween words and foTSees from the 
thought expressed and the words 
spoken the thought and the word that 
naturally follows." 

He showed how the great edu. 
had favored the natural method of 
leaching language, excluding gram- 
mars and dictionaries, and claimed 
that the deaf should learn Isnj 
and could only properly learn it, by 
unconscious absorption through the 
eye, either in lip-reading or the read- 
ing of books, and by spontaneous imi- 
tation in writing ami speech, and 
mentioned Helen Keller as an illustra- 
tion of what could be accomplished 
under such a method. Be believed 
the wonderful results with her v 
more from the extraordinary method 
used than from extraordinary intelli- 
gence on her put. He showed how 
the reading of books is necessary to 
that development of the language and 
ideas of the deaf, without which com- 
prehension through speech reading 
and expression in speech is impossible. 
A systematic effort should be made 
to teaoh the deaf reading and incul- 
ojjle in them a liking for books. It 
should commence with the admittance 
of the child to the school and continue 
through his course. There should be 
specially prepared books ami pap 
for the young es, but as soon as 

possible the children should be given 
the books and papers that hearing 
ohildren read. The practice of writ- 
ing language down to the level of the 
children is to be deprecated. The 

teacher should stoop, but be should 

Stoop no lower than the pupil's high- 
est reach.

Almost all children will be interest- 
ed in simple stories of home and 
school life. The tastes for otl 
kinds of reading should not be forced 
but assisted in its natural develop- 
ment. It is important to have the 
reading of a character that will make 
a permanent impression upon the 
mind, for each time the child recol- 
lects (he thought or incident, he will 
recollect in whole or part the lan- 
guage in which it was expressed, and 
so the language will also be permanent- 
ly impressed upon the mind. The pu- 
pils should be led to write of what 
they read, as an aid to the assimila- 
tion of the thought and language. 
One must learn to read before lie can 
write, but no amount of reading will 
enable one to write a language O 
rectly without constant practi.
